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Far-right ratio courts hag 


the airwaves this weekend, 

hosting a provincewide radio 
show and taking questions from 
callers across Alberta. 

And while you might think the 
best bet for reaching everyone in 
the province over the airwaves is 
the CKUA Radio network, the pre- 
mier’s show was broadcast, 
instead, on 630 CHED in 
Edmonton and its sister station 
QR-77 in Calgary 

Why wasn't the premier 
CKUA, the public broadcaster? 

“Because CKUA didn’t offer him 
a radio show,” explained Klein 
spokesperson Fay Orr. “He was 
approached by QR-77 and CHED 
They offered him air time and paid 
for everything.” 

Klein had hosted call-in shows 
in the past, when he was mayor of 
Calgary, Orr added 

CKUA general manager Ken 
Regan said his station would like 
to have the premier host a call-in 
show, except for the fact such pro 
grams don’t really fit in with the 
station’s format. And anyway, the 
station would then be compelled 
to give equal time to Klein’s politi- 
eal adversaries. 

“I would feel an obligation to 
offer a similar platform or venue 
for someone else, to a representa- 
of the other parties, because 
our audience is so broad and 
diverse,” Regan said. 

“We are not like other broad- 
casters, which may have a more 
homogenous audience.” 

Regan said an hour-long show 
running on Saturdays between 11 
a.m. and noon, once a month for a 
year, would cost CKUA between 
$15,000 and $18,000. 

So CHED QR-77 are, in 
giving the premier valu- 
able air time for free. 

“The other way you could look 
at it is that he is giving us quality 
programming for free,” countered 
CHED programming director 
Daryl Hooke. 

Hooke said the station didn’t 
earn money off the premier’s back 
either. In fact, the station could 
usually expect about $1,300 in rev- 
enues during that time slot but 
restricted the amount of advertis- 
ing during Klein's on-air show to 
about $520. 

“The idea of it is not to be a rev- 
enue-generating program. We are 
hoping for long-term gain, for 
recognition as being Alberta’s 
information superstation.” 

And no, CHED wouldn’t offer 
equal time to other politicians. 

“If (New Democrat leader) Pam 
Barrett becomes premier in the 
next election, that offer will stand. 
It is an offer to the (premier’s) 
office.” 

No time or date has been set for 
the premier’s next call-in show. 
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Alanis scrum 
Edmonton media took part in a 
highly-controlled press conference 
Wednesday, hosted by superstar 
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journalists from the hinterland 

“I have a little bit-of perspective 
now on what it means to tour and 
what it means to be in the public 
eye,” Morissette said on one con 
ference call.

At least one occupant of the 
Winter Camp for Justice settle- 
ment, razed by RCMP last week, 
says it’s best to forgive and forget. 

The encampment was estab- 
lished on the front lawn of the 
brand-new RCMP K-Division head- 
quarters a couple of weeks ago, 
after evidence emerged that the 
RCMP and the Alberta Energy 
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Company had staged the bombing 
of AEC property last year, as part 
of an investigation into acts of 
“eco-terrorism.” 

Angry environmentalists called 
for an inquiry into the conduct of 
the RCMP and the oil industry 
They drew attention to their cause 
by building a large snowfort on the 
RCMP’s front lawn. Last week, cit- 
ing the camp’s shabby appearance, 
its possible bad effects on the 
lawn, and exposure to lawsuits in 


the event of an accident, RCMP 
cleared out the snowfort and 
mowed the joint down 

“I’m not really upset, no. I am 


more concerned about what we 
were there for,” said protester 
Darrel Wharton, who was the 
sole occupant of the snowfort 
when cops moved in to level the 
place 

“I said that personally, there 
were no hard feelings. We had a 
chance to make our point.” 

RCMP Supt. Gerry Simmonds 
felt the same way. 

“If you want to protest, grab 
your placard and walk up and 
down the sidewalk,” said Sim- 
monds, who organized the raid.

“It's my hope that this will open 
the eyes of our society and to the 
people who are out trying to pur 
chase sex from minors.” 

The law also gives police the 
authority to apprehend minors 
at risk of getting 
involved in prostitution. Once in 
police custody, they are taken to a 
special protective safe home for 
counselling or, if appropriate 
reunited with their families.

King’s challenge has always 
been to “get the public aware of 
the festival and give them a good 
sampling of films to choose from,” 
without drawing attention away 
from the independent film-makers, 
whose short films (collectively 
called “Declarations of Indepen- 
dents”) comprise the core of the 
festival. 

“We don’t want to become a 
Toronto-type festival,” but rather a 
festival that's “intimate, has a heart 
.., and is a real shopping mart for 
indie film-makers.” 

While the indie shorts may 
remain at the festival's heart, Local 
Heroes has more organs and limbs 
this year than ever before. King 
talks of “reaching out into other 














arts communities, to get them to 
buy into the festival mentality.” 
Resulting events include live jazz 
comedy and video tie-ins on Bravo! 

Then there are the seminars 
Film-makers and film-goers alike 


can learn about children’s pro- 
gramming with local producer 
Josh Miller, chat with legendary

King is particularly excited 
about Fichman, the founder of 
Rhombus Media, and even Keller 
betrays a gleam of anticipation 
when asked about him. “He’s the 
toast of the town in Toronto right 
now,” the festival director said of 
the man who produced Last Night 
and Rei Violin. Fichman just won 
a Genie for the latter film, making 
his arrival in Edmonton well- 
timed. (Rhombus Media gets spe- 
cial treatment at Local Heroes with 
a retrospective screening of five of 
its films, including the 1993 Genie 
magnet Thirty Two Short Films 
About Glenn Gould.) 

Ultimately, says Keller, all the 
attention these films receive bene- 
fits the up-and-coming film-makers 
— and Local Heroes is a big part of 
that process 

‘If we can help people see these 
films, there’s more markets for 
film-makers and more money goes 
into development.” King points out 
that, while other festivals tend to 
“ghettoize” Canadian work through 
reverse discrimination, “every film 
got in on its own merits.” 

“Everyone in the country is con- 
cerned about why we're denied 
our own stories,” said Keller.

And the story, by Sweet Hereafter author Russell Banks, is no slouch, either

ick Nolte deservedly won sev- 
N eral best actor awards (Golden 

Globe, New York Film Critics 
Circle, National Society of Film 
Critics), for his performance in 
Affliction, and the movie is as 
compelling as the last film to be 
based on a Russell Banks novel, 
The Sweet Hereafter. 

But the film’s writer/director 
Paul Schrader (American Gigolo, 
Touch), falls into an unfortunate 
trap in recreating Banks’ book. 
There's just too much going on in 
the novel’s pages and not enough 
room in a movie that ends up 
being a little bit too long. 


The plot twists do serve to 
establish Nolte’s character, Wade 
Whitehouse, a sort of wannabe 
cop who dons a crossing guard’s 
vest or acts as security at local 
functions when he’s not busy at 
his other job — clearing the snow 
from the streets of a tiny New 
Hampshire town on the edge of 
the deer grounds.

The 
appeal of this odd fable is the feeling that you, like the maid, are peeking 
through a tiny hole, and you only get to see a fragment of the big picture. 

¢Best suited for: Merchant and Ivory fans, voyeurs. 

Healthy Human Specimen (30 min.): This Jason Margolis short cen- 
tres around a geeky guy in a tuxedo whose life mission is to get abducted 
by aliens. Off-beat hu-mor, Francis Damberger-style. “ 

¢Best suited for: Granola-crunching X-Philes. 

After Shock (15 min.): Margolis’s follow-up short is a well-struc- 


tured, well-paced look at fear and friendship. The story, told in alterhat- 


ing documentary-style video and atmospheric flashbacks, deals with a 
group of friends who decide it’s time to help their agoraphobic buddy 
outside her apartment. While it ends ambiguously, one thing's for sure: 
Christian Mena should stick to singing. 

*Best suited for: Agoraphobes, I guess. And anyone else. 

With Frogs and Fishes (14 min. ): Sort of a visual haiku, this evoca- 
tive short by Cynthia Wells has a story (boy drowns, girl gets bummed), 
but it takes a back seat to the delicate water-based images and physical 
movement. If that sounds uncommonly artsy, it is; but it’s a treat to 
watch, especially for Bonnie Daley's editing, which makes this one of the 
more technically accomplished of the bunch. 

eBest suited for: anyone who hates Hollywood.

0 it’s about 1982 and some of the 
Br from Métley Criie are leaning 

over the balcony guard rail looking 
down. They’re ripped, giggling and 
pissing on hookers walking the stroll 
in front of what is now the Howard 
Johnston Hotel. 

“That, | know we did. I remember 
that. Because that’s like, a prerequisite 
for being in MOtley Criie,” said bassist 
Nikki Sixx, reminiscing about the 
band’s notorious early history in 
Edmonton. 

Remarkably, Sixx remembers most 
of what went down back then. Even 
the hardest rockers couldn’t believe 
their eyes or ears when these leather- 
clad, made-up, tattooed freaks blew 
into town, whipped up a shitrain of 
trouble in local taverns, then quietly 
slipped away to the next burg. Though 
he’s not so good on names, Sixx does 
recall the hotel’s basement club was 
called Scandals and that the Criie also 
played the Riviera Rock Room, now a 
coffee shop in the Ramada Hotel on 
Calgary Trail South. 

(One of the group’s handlers hus- 
tled an appreciative acid dealer out of 
a post-gig bash at the Riv, even though 
it was too late for most, who washed 
the blotter down with Heineken and 
Southern Comfort. Unable to sleep 
with all that racket going on, a big 
trucker tried breaking up said party. 
Things quieted down, but a TV report- 
edly made its way off the balcony, in 
the absence of hookers to pee on.) 

Once, a bomb threat at Scandals 
caused a Criie show to be cancelled. “I 
was all excited because we missed a 
gig and we could drink more,” Sixx 
recalled. The band, then on the cusp 
of fame, had formed in a culture of 
excess just a couple of years earlier, 
following in the mixed-up footsteps of 
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the Ramones, KISS and the New York 
Dolls (Sixx lists the late 
Thunders as an idol 
album, Shout at the 


Johnny 
Criie’s second 
Devil, sent the 
group to the top. And the ride contin- 
ued with subsequent releases 
Theatre of Pain, Girls, Girls, Girls, 
Dr. Feelgood and Decade of 
Decadence. The band filled concert 
halls and became bad-boy darlings of 
rock, featured in rock mags and porn 
rags 

Motley Criie’s insatiable appetite for 
sex and drugs, mixed with its rock ‘n 
roll milieu, was dangerous. Lead 
singer Vince Neil, wasted, was behind 
the wheel in a head-on collision that 
killed Hanoi Rocks drummer Nicholas 
“Razzle” Dingley, who was riding shot- 
gun. Neil was fined, did a short stretch 
in jail and performed some communi- 
ty service. But even that didn’t serve 
as an effective wake-up call to band 
members, including Sixx, who were 
too busy shooting smack and being 
rock stars to respond. 

Their reputations, personnel trou- 
bles and — according to Sixx — 
record company executives, conspired 
to kill Métley Criie. Sixx says it isn’t 
the fault of alt-rock musicians that 
Criie died, it’s the “gatekeepers.” 

“It wasn't the musicians themselves, 
a lot of them were like ‘Whoa! We 
grew up on you guys" It was the gate- 
keepers. They said ‘let's keep Motley 
Criie and Pearl Jam away from each 
other. Let’s not have them on the same 
show.’ The gatekeepers needed to kill 
one form of music so another form 
would have more buyers. It’s an old 
trick and the same people will turn on 
alternative music. They're doing it 
now — they’re saying, ‘it’s boring; 
these guys just get up there and stare 
at their shoes. We need to have fun 
and party — like the ‘80s.’ And now,

3y way of telling labels to fuck off, 
Criie has swung the impossible deal, 
wrestling rights to its own music from 
its former label, Elektra. The band just 
released a greatest hits package and is 
re-releasing its entire library — a sort 
one CD at a time — with 
previously unreleased numbers, under 
Motley Records. 

It may be just as well that they’re 
going it alone. To this day, the Criie’s 
past haunts the band. Drummer 
Tommy Lee was jailed last fall for 
assaulting his ex-wife, Pamela 
Anderson. And everyone knows about 
their honeymoon video (now available 
at fine video rental outlets every- 
where) 

The band is now relatively clean 
and sober. Sixx —- married with four 
children — admits old habits die hard. 

“Sobriety is a way of life for me but 
sometimes I fall off that wagon and 
sometimes purposely. I go, ‘okay, it’s 
my anniversary, I haven't drunk or 
taken drugs or broken anything for a 
long time.’ Then I go fuckin’ crazy for 
a couple of days. Then it’s like, ‘okay, 
Dad’s back, businessman’s back,’ and 
I get back to work.” 

Now, with the new greatest hits 
album in stores and the band writing 
songs for a new album, MGtley Criie is 
doing it all over again. 

“We forged our own way before and 
it’s very similar to what I believe we 
are doing right now . . . this business is 
a roller-coaster and if you are 
resilient, then you are in this for life.”

id you know Feb. 6 was Bob 
| Marley's birthday and it contin- 
ues to be celebrated around the 
world? Thus, it’s good timing that 
Roger Steffans comes to the 
Sidetrack (10333 - 112 St.) Feb. 19. 

Funny, intelligent and caring, 
Steffans speaks in the rich tones of 
a professional actor, but carries an 
uncommon depth of sincerity. He 
also has the largest collection of 
Marley memorabilia in the world 
— around 3,000 hours of video 
2,000 CDs, 11,000 audio tapes, 
10,000 posters, as well as T-shirts, 
dolls, and more. 

He’s a born collector and col- 
lects other things too. But in this 
case, his collector’s instinct has 
fused with his true, deep love for 
Marley and his music. 

Since he first heard a Marley 
recording around 25 years ago, he 
has been devoted to reggae music.

That success, epitomized by his 
1992 hit Life is a Highway, takes 
him to wherever his self-described 
profession as a sonic journalist 
might lead. 

While Cochrane's conscious that 
not everyone catches on to his 
message, he’s compelled to stay 
true to the course. “I make music 
with integrity,” he emphatically 
stated recently. “If people don’t 
like that and if they don’t believe 
that’s what I’m doing, that’s their 
problem.” 

Cochrane's determination since 
Life is a Highway has subtly 
altered the way he presents his 
work. “I don’t know if, by any 
means, that I think that’s the best 
song I've ever written. Obviously, I 
don’t. I don’t think a lot of people 
that are Tom Cochrane fans feel 
that way.” 

Still, that song gave him an 
opportunity. “The only thing about 
a song like that, is that sometimes 
it feels a bit like the tail wagging 
the dog — the song tends to 
become bigger than you. And real- 
ly, at that point, it doesn’t matter 
who's singing it. 

“I think Bono said all careers, no 
matter who it is, boil down to 
about 12 minutes — maybe 20 if 
you're lucky. That's the reality. In 
other words, there’s always those 
three, four or five songs that mark 
a career — that actually drive the 
rest of the material and your 
career as a touring artist, and that 
prompt people to really listen.” 

In 1995 came Ragged Ass Road, 
an album and subsequent tour 
which took Cochrane, his audi- 
ence and his music back to the 
coffeehouse — his songs present- 
ed in the way in which they were 
written. 

“There’s a portion of what you 
do, a very strong portion, where 
you've got to write for yourself 
first and you've got to be honest 
with yourself. That might sound 
selfish, (but) it’s not meant to be 
because I think, in the end, that’s 
what the real fans appreciate 
about the work.” 

Cochrane's latest, xray sierra, 
continues this path of self-explo- 
ration — of highlighting and 
observing. He’s at his most com- 
pelling on the final cut, northern 
frontier. Inspired by a real-life 
tragedy involving a soul in the 
wrong place at the wrong time, the 
song is a journalistic reportage, 
wherein Cochrane lets the listener 
understand the issues and forces 
them to reach a conclusion. 

“I think I've always had that side 
in me,” he explained, “where I 
wanted to tell stories.

World premiers a destination on ESO's Ukrainian journey

ollowing up on last November's 
F: Passage to Poland, the 

Edmonton Symphony Orchestra 
takes another trip to Eastern 
Europe this weekend with a con 
cert entitled Journey Through 
Ukraine. Guest artists are soprano 
Joanne Kolomyjec and a massed 
choir featuring the Ukrainian 
Music Society of Alberta. 

Kolomyjec, who guested during 
last fall’s Symphony Under the Sky 
festival, recently performed 
Mozart’s Don Giovanni and is 
preparing for upcoming perfor- 
mances of Puccini’s Tosca and 
Menotti’s The Consul. She wel- 
comes the prospect of performing 
the music of her ethnic culture 
with orchestra and choir. 

“The only way I get to do any 
(music by Ukrainian composers) is 
when I program them in a recital 
or something,” she said. 

ESO Board Chair Andrew Hlady- 
shevsky, who’s also a member of 
the choir, provides interesting 
insight into Yurii Laniuk’s Palimp- 
sesty, which will receive its world 
premiére this weekend. The choir 
and orchestra genre is treated in 
both the music, by Laniuk, and in 
the text of the exiled and impris- 
oned poet and political dissident 
Vasyl Stus. 

“We talk about using several dif-

Surfers trading in 
MP3 files argued the new compression 
format actually helped promote artists — 
that if people were allowed to give new 
music a test-drive, they’d be more 
inclined to buy the CD.

WwW e want to fail at every 
level.” So says Dana 
Andersen, captain of his 


own destiny and of the famed 
1960s TV science-fiction series 
Sub-Plot, which resurfaces at the 
New Varscona Theatre Saturday 

Don’t remember the original 
series? You aren’t alone, because it 
never existed, except as a failure. 
A few years ago, Andersen landed 
money to develop the series for 
Superchannel, but it fizzled. And 
yet, in the warped minds of Ander- 
sen and his ship-mates, it was at 
least as big as Star Trek. That's the 
premise of Sub-Plot: the plays, a 
bona-fide spinoff from the long- 
running improvised soap opera 
Die-Nasty. 

Here’s the pitch. Sub-Plot was 
cancelled after two years on TV 
during the 1960s. Like Star Trek, it 
became a hit after its cancellation 
and the actors couldn't get work 
doing anything else. Now, the cast 
of Sub-Plot (Andersen, David 
Belke, Mark Meer and Ron Peder- 
son) has been reunited to produce 
a movie, but their producer 
(Davina Stewart) tricks them into 
performing plays, in the absence 
.of a movie deal. 

Confused? Let Andersen clear 
things up for you. The show is 
about TV. The original Sub-Plot 
didn’t have 2 plot beyond the play- 
ers searching for a good time slot. 

“It's a cross between Voyage to 
the Bottom of the Sea and The 
Larry Sanders Show, where you 
are on TV for a while, then you're 
off TV but you're always on TV,” 
Andersen said. 

So in the middle of a scene, one 
of the actors can storm off the set 
in a huff, cursing his fate and vow- 
ing never to return? 

“Yeah. And then we would just 
follow that actor while he was tor- 
mented about his shitty career.” 

The series, which begins Feb. 20 
then resurfaces on the second 
Saturday of each month, revives

Ithough Edmonton — has 
hugged the banks ef the North 
Saskatchewan since the mid- 
1800s, it was the 1970s and the 
heady swell of the oil boom that 
really put this town on the map. 
That was also the period during 
which River City's population 
blossomed and many of our 


_ urban institutions were born. 


Bistro Praha is a good case in 
point. It opened in the mid-1970s 
and was, for that first generation 
of new boom-era Edmontonians, 
“their” original urban institution. 
By the time I moved down from 
the Peace Country in 1979, Bistro 
Praha was surprisingly well- 
established and a wonderful oasis 
of civility in Edmonton's overly 
sterile downtown core, A quick 
poll of my friends and assorted 
hangers-on underlines the restau- 
rant’s ubiquitous role — the vast 
majority had visited the bistro 
while they were in high school or 
within their first few months of 
moving to Edmonton. 

Here we are 20 years later and 

sistro Praha is still there on Rice 
Howard Way, still as fine a dining 
option as ever, and certainly still 
earning for itself a whole new 
generation of

$1.10 per sandwich, they're a real-- 
ly good deal and.allow for an 
amazing variety if there's a group 
that wants to share. Canapé 
choices include several gourmet 
deli hams, crabmeat salad; 
Hungarian salami and a superb 
paté (my favorite, and since no 
one else at the table liked paté, 
yours truly got to eat it all). 
Presentation, as always, was 
excellent and the bistro’s endless 
devotion to quality in its choice of 
ingredients is worthy of praise — 
and amazing, given the length of 
time this restaurant has been in 
business. Not many eateries can 
tent quality 
over the course of a year, never 
mind two decades. 
Next up, we 
Wiener Schnitzel, 
“Natur,” 
the fish special and the large 
green salad. The schnitzels were 
all typically\delightful. The Bistro 
Praha Wiener Schnitzel (golden 
battered thin-cut beef prepared in 
the style of old Vienna), features 
a beautifully light coating and is 
nowhere near as heavy as you 
think a Wiener Schnitzel could 
be.

“That definition is too old-fash- 
ioned for us,” he says.
